WASHINGTON  —  The  United  States  Mint  will  begin  accepting  orders  for  the  2014  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  Silver  Dollar  on 
January  2,  2014,  at  noon  Eastern  Time  (ET). 

Public  Law  110-451  authorizes  the  bureau  to  mint  and  issue  silver  dollar  coins  in  commemoration  of  the  50th  anniversary  of 
the  enactment  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

The  2014  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  Silver  Dollar  will  be  available  in  both  proof  and  uncirculated  qualities.  Pricing  is  as  follows.

It  allows  them  to  reflect  on  their 
participation  in  the  events  leading  up  to,  or  how  they  have  been  affected  by,  the  passage  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

Mintage  for  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  Commemorative  Coin  is  limited  to  350,000  coins  across  all  product  options.  Customer 
demand  will  determine  the  ratio  or  proof  to  uncirculated  coins  produced.

It  is  the 
Nation’s  sole  manufacturer  of  legal  tender  coinage  and  is  responsible  for  producing  circulating  coinage  for  the  Nation  to 
conduct  its  trade  and  commerce.  The  United  States  Mint  also  produces  numismatic  products,  including  proof,  uncirculated, 
and  commemorative  coins;  Congressional  Gold  Medals;  and  silver  and  gold  bullion  coins.  The  United  States  Mint’s 
numismatic  programs  are  self-sustaining  and  operate  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer.
